MILLIONS of punters 
were last night mourning 
the loss of horse racing 
legend Desert Orchid. 

The gallant grey known as 
Dessie died peacefully in his 
sleep in his stable yesterday 
morning. 

The horse, who was 27, was so 
popular he used to get hundreds 
of birthday and Christmas cards 
and countless presents. 

His former trainer David 
Elsworth said: “There was no 
stress. He departed from this 
world with dignity and no fuss. 

“Desert Orchid will be laid to 
rest at Kempton Park, near his 
statue, where many of his most 
memorable triumphs took place.” 

One of his owners Midge 
Burridge said it would be sorely 
missed by all his fans. 

He said: “They all absolutely 
adored him. It is going to be terri- 
bly sad for all of them. I think 
they thought he was immortal.” 

The talismanic horse galloped 
his way into racing legend in a 
career that saw him win 34 races, 
amassing £654,066 in prize money, 
before his retirement in 1991. 

He was loved for his iron will 
and never-say-die attitude, which 
helped him score his most 
famous win in 1989’s Cheltenham 
Gold Cup. He also won the presti- 
gious King George VI Chase at 
Kempton four times. 

TV racing pundit John 
McCririck, 66, said Dessie caught 
the public imagination because 
of his steely determination. 

He said: “Some people identi- 
fied with him as not the best but 
nevertheless a street fighter. 

“He transcended horse racing 
and got into the national

conscience. There are few horses 
that do stand out. 

“He was a flamboyant grey and 
a front runner, and people loved 
that. Desert Orchid had that 
indomitable will to win.” 

Even bookies who lost a fortune 
because of the heroics of Desert 
Orchid paid their respects. 

Darren Haines of Paddy Power 
said: “He was a huge favourite for 
punters and a major headache for 
the bookies — but deep down we 
all loved him.” 

Ladbrokes’ Robin Hutchison 
said: “Dessie was one of the great 
household names. He cost the 
bookies a fortune over the years 
but he’ll be greatly missed.” 

Retired jockey Colin Brown 
said: “He was different class. I 
rode him in more than 40 races 
and won 17. It was like driving a 
Ferrari rather than a Cortina.” 

Fellow jockey Simon Sherwood, 
who partnered Dessie to win the 
Gold Cup, said: “He was just the Á 
greatest horse you could ever 
wish to ride in a race.” 

Skybet spokesman Dale 
Tempest said: “He was unbe- 
lievable - this white 
machine thundering out 
in front of all the others. 

“That horse was 
something else. 
You need super- 
stars in racing 
— and Desert 
Orchid was a 7 
real superstar.”
